littrinloKs, but it loolcs like tho devil, It 
has alligator scaled, long, poworlnl tail, 
n pouch under Its throat, anil i.s ot sup- 
pressed green and yellow tints, und has 
u rich, darting eye. The people oat it. 
Jilto ohiokon. It grows to tho length oi 
llvo loot, or almost oa big as a man, 
though you generally find them about 
two foot long." 


"])o they raise coi-on in those islands ?' 
"Yes, and mono too. 
Cocoa is » 


palm-tree, which bears a nut, the cocoa- 
nut; but cacao is a very sninll troo or 
bush, which grown the material of 
which chocolate in made. 
'Lha plant 


was discovered in Moxico very curly, 
and Clorto/ found tho Asstoos using it, 
Tlio cacao-tree looks like a chestnut. 
It produces tho third year, but bears 
tho best at HOVCU ov eight, nnil icquirOH 
to bo planted wider shade. 
1ms 


cacao grows so spontanoounly and 
brings such n good reward to tho negro 
planter that, like tho bread-fruit, it is 
it cause oJ his laziness. 
With about 


one aero of these trees he can live 
pretty well." 


' What doei the cacao look like?" 
"It looks like the cucumber which 


had turned yellow or red, and is six 
inches long, and grows something liko 
u lemon or a nitron, from the troo, 
changing color, as it develops, from 
proon to crimson, yellow and purple, 
The seed is taken out of this cucumber 
aud dried and cured, und then put into 
bags for shipment. Tho trouble with 
tlio cacuo is that it is adulterated with 
vanilla aud other beans. Monkeys and 
ruts aro very fond of eating those cu- 
cumbers."

"Did you hoe much ol tlio sugar cul- 


ture?" " 
. 
, 


"You. Coolies have to some extent 


mii'ccodod si lives or nogroos. iu tho cul- 
tivation of HUgar, and got very low 
wiigos—1- cents a day for children, J U 
rents for women nnd HO cents for men. 
Iu those islands the laborers can live 
for '2 or i! cents a day on ilsh, broad 
fruit, yams, plantains, sweet potatoes 
niul bananas. They only work live days 
in tho week, taking Saturday for thom- 
Holvos, and Sunday nobody works, Ihey 
drink rum. Tho coolies boat tho ne- 
groes saving money, buy goods imtl cat- 
Ho, nnd when they have served out, 
their time they go to the little towns 
and sot up shops, often mm shops, 
which make things worse." 


"Po they cultivate the spices in tho 


West Indies?" 


"Yes, they cultivate mango and cin- 


namon, tho clove and the nutmeg. Moniu 
o( these seeds wore sent from tho main- 
land of Houth America. They do not 
do woll in tho AVost Indies, however, 
tho nutmeg making out better than any 
other. 
Tho nutmeg troo looks liko an 


oraugo troo trimmed down. Tho clovn 
tree, whore successful, yields about 
urn en pounds of cloves." 


" What is the bread-fruit?" 
"It is iv tree which was intoduccdintii 


tho West Indies ihat grows lumps ol' 
f i m t several inches in diameter. 
In- 


side of tho shell is a sort of watermelon 
llosh, which is just us nutritious IH

His Side of the Maoon School Mat- 


tar—Two Letters. 


MAOON, IM., Fob. 18,1884. 


EDS. 
BBPUBMOAN:—Since many con- 


flicting end damaging report* touching 
my character and reflecting on my con- 
duct as a teacher hove been circulated 
and published in variom newspapers of 
the United States, I deem it necessary to 
vindicate niyuelt in the eyea ot tho world 
by publishing the facts in regard to the 
matter. The foundations for the remarks 
grew out of a method of private reproof 
which 1 have occasionally adopted with 
success. It a pnpil has been guilty of on 
act that called for some punishment, I 
have taken my pencil and stated tho error 
to them asking thorn to refrain from such 
conduct and come back to tho path of 
right and duty. I WOH prompted by tho 
best of motives and believed I gained 
more than I would have done by publicly 
reproving them, Two or three ot tho 
notes wero written to young lady pupils 
and referred to nothing but thoir conduct 
in the school room. Through somo means 
not yet known one or two ot theso notes 
wero placed in Iho hands of designing 
persons who circulated copies ot them 
among the parents and pupils ot my 
school. Tho Board ot Education hearing 
of the reports came to me and I told 
them I wanted tho matter investigated. 
After obtaining nil the notes—iltteeu iu 
all, only two of which wore in my writ- 
ing—the Board laid tho matter before me 
and after examining the notes told mo to 
go ahead with tho school and agreed to 
havo Supt. Trainer examine tho facts and 
decide. Mr. Trainer was to oomo to Ma- 
con and meet tho parents, the board and 
mysolf and decide tho matter. Instead of 
doing this tho notes wore placed in Mr, 
Trainer's hands and many fiilno statements 
wore published in the Becutur papers. 1 
was notified by Mr. Trainer to appear at 
his ollloe and vindicate mysolf. 1 accord- 
ingly went to Docatur on Tuesday, I; oh. 
5th, and after consulting wilh Mr, Trainer 
came home and acting on tho ndvu'o of 
the clerk of tho board closed my school 
until the matter was investigated, Mr. 
Trainer after waiting four days came to 
Macon Saturday, Feb. Oth, and mot tho 
board at the oilloo of U. H, Woodcock 
and examined the note*, and after an 
hour's consultation I was called in nnd 
asked to resign by Mr, Trainer. Of oourno 
I refused, knowing that no charge nt im- 
morality could bo sustained. 1 then 
showed Mr. Trainer tho following state- 
ment, signed by all the fathers and moth- 
ers interested except one mother: 


"We, tho undersigned parents of tho 


daughters to whom Prof. Ovcraoro is 
charged with having written notes, nud 
being the ones most closely concerned in 
the mattor, deny tho charges made against 
us that wo believe tho notes wore written 
with criminal intent, and also deny that 
we aro advocating his removal from tho 
prinoipalship ot our school. In proof 
whereof wo heivto afllx our signatures. 


Mr. Trainer (lion prepared tho follow- 


ing statement: 


Mn. F. M. OvitiumiB, Macon,—l~>eur 


Sir • I have carefully considered the let- 
ters or notes purported to huyo boon 
written by you to your lady pupils, have 
carefully considered yonr interpretation 
of them and touched tho following con- 
clusions, viz. 
1st. Considering tho notes from tho 


standpoint, that they wero written on tho 
basis of n teacher's lovo for his pupils and 
not OB interpreted by outside parties, J 
consider a resignation tho best moans of 
settling tho whole trouble, as this will 
have tho tendency to vindicate you and 
sooner or later prove to your patrons tho 
sincerity ot the iiBscrtiou iiuoted nbovo; 
again this course will havo tho tendency 
to vindicate you from a manly standpoint, 
in that rather than have an existing fac- 
tion in tho school, you uro willing to 
endure a sacrifice greater than might bo 
expected iu this case; again as womanly 
virtues uro over to bo protected and fos- 
tered, it will avoid bringing before the 
public the daughters of thoep who uro 
your patrons tmd thus exposing to tho 
scandal-mongers tho ohancu for further 
remarks nnd inappropriate pxprcsuions.
